NT HAVOC WAS WROUGHT BY THE AMERICAN BATTLESHIPS’ GUNS 


Sampson’s Men Have Every Reason To Believe That the 


Spanish Soldiets Lost Heavily in the Bombardment 
Thursday, and That Further Defense Against 
the Fleet Is Now Practically Impossible. 


Off Santiago de Cuba, Saturday, June1&, noon, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 19, 
noon.—A careful inspection of the fortifications along the crest of the hills defending 
Santiago harbor since the bombardment Thursday morning shows that the Ameri- 
can gunners spread havac and ruin everywhere. Some of the batteries were de- 
molished beyond repair. . 

The vultures which circled on level wings ovde the hills as thick as swallows 
@round a chimney for hours after the firing ceased furnished grewsome evidence 
of the fatality among the Spanish soldiers. 

Hundreds of troops could be seen from the ships digging in mounds of 
earth piled up by the explosions of the projectiles from the heavy guns 
for bodies, while their heads were fanned by the wings of the black 
acavengers of the battlefield. 


There were two spota, one on the east and the other on the west of the har- 
bor entrance which were denuded of the foliage. The hilltops seem literally 
blown away. These marked the places where the 200-pound charges of gun cotton 
blown by the Vesuvius landed. But the most ominous token of death flew from 


Morro castle. The saffron flag of Spain was half-masted for several] hours. The 


signiScance of this is not known. 

It is not customary to half-mast flags, buf possibly some Spanish 
leader was killed by the heavy fire of our guns, though some offivers of 
the squadron believe that the flag was half-masted as a notification to 
the Americans that Lieutenant Hobson and his brave men were dead.

Neither Admiral Sampson nor Commodore Schley believe that Lieutenant Hob- 
gon and his party have been killed. We have seventeen prisoners taken at Guanta- 
namo, including a lieutenant, besides a number in the United States for reprisals or 
exchange. 
Spanish Were Thoroughly Demoralized. 

There was evident demoralization among the Spanish troops during thé bombard- 
ment. Officers could be seen with drawn swords driving the meén to the gine, but 
' even then they could not be forced to stay so long as our guns were directed at 
them. Fifteen minutes’ night work of the Vesuvius had shattered their nerves. 
It Is believed by some that the 13-inch projectile fired from ¢he Texas, which was 
reported to have exploded the powder magazine in one of the western batteries, 


did not fall in the battery, but weut beyond and blew up one of the ships in the 
harbor. 

A dramatic incident of the bombardment was the act of a Spanish of- 
ficer who bravely ran along the parapet under a heavy fire encouraging 
his men to stand by their arms. Shot and shell rained about him, and 
after one terrific expiosion he was seen no more and the parapet had

When Rear Admiral Sampson yesterday 
received advices that upward of thirty

Yesterday at daylizht the launche’ of 
the New York and Massachusetts recon- 
noitered the shore between Cabanas, two 
miles west of the entrance of Santiago 
harbor and Guayganaco, two miles further 
west, both of which points He east of the 


range of mountains surrounding Santiago 


bay. 


The launches pushed their noses into a 
hornet’s nest. 

The brush was fairly alive with 
Spanish troops, infantry and cavalry, 
and the fire poured upon the launches 
was so fierce that their retreat had 
to be covered by the Vixen and the 
Texas.

The Texas landed four-inch shells on the 
battery at Cabanas, compietely demolish- 
Ing it. Lieutenant Sharp, of the Vixen, 
and Lieutenant Harlow, in command of 
the launches, were bcth complimented by 
Admiral Sampson for gallantry. 
It is believed that the insurgents, 
who are in force under the command 


of General Garcia, about fifteen miles 


west, will rencer effective aid in driv- 


ing the Spanish skirmishers off the 
shore. 

The following i# the abstract of Lieu- 
tenant Harlow’s report to the commander 
of the Vixen, dated June 18th: 


“The expedition consisted of a steam 
launch from the Massachusetts, in charge 
of Cadet Hart, and a launch from the New 
York, in charge of Cadet Powell. I took 
passage on the Massachusetts launch, lead- 
ing the way. Soundings were taken on en- 
tering the bay close under the old fortifi- 
cation, and we were preparing to circum- 
navigate the bay at full speed, when fire 
was Opened from the. fort and rocks on 
shore. The Massachusetts launch was 
some distance ahead and about fortv 
yards off the fort. 

“There was no room to turn and our 


one-pounder could not be brought to 
bear, so we backed and turned under 


a heavy fire. 


“Cadet Hart operated the gun as soon 
as it could be brought to bear, sitting ex- 
posed in the bow and working the gun as 
coolly and carefully as at target practice. 
Cadet Powell had,been firing since the 
Spaniards opened. He also was perfectly 
cool. Both launches ran,.out under a 
heavy fire of from six to eight minutes, I 
estimate that there were twenty-five Span- 
iards. on the parapet of the old fort. The 
number along the shore was larger, but 
indefinite The launches, as soon as was 
practicable, sheered to give the Vixen the 
range of the fort. The Vixen and the Texas 
silenced the shore fire promptly. 


“I strongly commend Cadet Hart 
and Cadet Powell for their cool man 
agement of the launches. One launch 
was struck seven times. Nobody’ in 
either was hurt. A Wullet struck a 
shell at Catet Hart’s feet between the 
projectile and the powder, but failed 


to explode the latter.

Dewey Is Anxious To Have the 
City Capitulate to Americans, 


TRANSPORTS ARE IN SIGHT 


Vessel Reaching Hong Kong Says the 
CitySaf-Peking Was Coming It 


AGUINALDO PROTECTS HIS CAPTIVES 


Information from the Philippines In- 
dicate That fhe Days of Spanish 
Rule on Those Islands 
Has Run Its Full 
Course. | 


London, June 2.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Times says: 

“The rebels hold Manila at their mercy, 
but Admiral Dewey is’ anxious that the 
American troops should have the honor of 
receiving the Spanish capitulation. 

“Steamer Yuen Sing reports pass- 
ing the United States troopship City 
of Peking on the morning of the 15th 
near Manila,’’ 

A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph from 
Manila via Hong Kong, says: 


“General Aguinaldo has captured a deal 
of money, which he has sent aboard the 
American warships for safety. The much- 
vaunted Philippine militia, which was a 
serious mistake on thé part of the Span- 
iards to arm, are all now fighting in the 
rebel vans. 

“General Pena, with the whole of his ar- 
my in the province of Pampangu, has had 
to capitulate to the victorious rebels. 


“The Spaniards are astounded to find 
that the rebels respect the lives ang pr ‘Op- 
erty of their prisoners of @!) kinds. It is 
believed there are diss nsions among the 
rebel leaders of so serious a nature that 
civil war is feared when the Spaniards and 
Americans have gone.”

Success of the rebel foree is wonderful. 
General Aguinaldo has more than. sur- 
passed the expectations of those who fa- 
vored his return to the Philippines. He 
has captured 3,000 Spanish troops, includ- 
ing 900 regulars. Among the latter are 
eleven officers of and above the rank ot 
lieutenant colonel, including two brigadier 
generals, and he has taken seventy-nine 
officers below the rank of Heutenant ecolo- 
nel. In addition his forces have captured 
five priests, heads of important parishes in 
prov.nees recently overrun by the insur- 
gents. These .men the insurgents hate 
even more than they hate the Spaniards, 
and the rebels chuckle with. joy when they 
point them out in their prisons. 

“They have captured, too, old Cavite 
crurch, taking twenty-seven prisoners, 
and they now hold the entire shore of the 
bay right around to Malate.”’ 

Has Manila Capitulated? 

Paris, June 19.—The Madrid correspondent 
of The Temps says it is reported there that 
Manila has capitulated, though the minis- 
ters thave not received any news to that 
effect. 

The correspondent also says that Senor 
Romero Giron, the minister of coionies, 
states that if Giovernor General Augusti 
has made over his power to General San- 
deres to govern Manila, General Sanderes 
will attempt a sortie. 

According to the same authority, the 
Spanish consuls at Hong Kong, Shanghai 
and Singapore naye been ordered to organ- 
ize at any cost the most rapid communica- 
tion with the portions of the archipelago 
still under Spanish authority.

GERMAN ADMIRAL 


Kaiser’s Press Anxious for a Foothold 


in the Philippines. 

London, June 20.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Times says: It seems probable 
that if Admiral Dewey is unable to under- 
take responsibility for the safety of the 
Germans at Manila, Admiral Von Diedrichs 
will land*’a force. 

It is all very well for the Hamburger cor- 
respondent to say they hope there will be 
occasion for intervention. Once the Amert- 
can landing takes place German interests 
will doubtless assume a néw aspect and as 
the Marine Povitische correspondent hag al- 
ready pointed out, it will be as easy to 
claim a guarantee or guarantees for the 
future in the Philippines as it was in the 
Shan Tung peninsula. 

It may not, however, turn out to be quite 
so casy to cbtain them. The Kolnische Zel- 
tung says that the American task ig in no 
way simplified by the success of the insur- 
gents; It argues that if Admiral Dewey 
should heave it to Aguimaldo to complete 
the work of conquest alone, he would for- 
feit his tegitimate excuse for intervention 
of his own in the development of the anare 
fortunes of the island. 

Uttering a warning to the United ea. 
that it will not find colonizing easy, the ar- 
ticle proceeds to say: 

“An administration which is so corrupt 
and so completely at the mercy of the 
most pernicious personal influence as that 
of the American union will hardiy be able 
to repair the ravages which have been 
wrought by Spanish neglect and priestly 
rule in the course of centuries. The citi- 
zens of the most free republic do not yet 
seem to realize the enormous burdens 
which a military occupation of thse colo- 
nies and their protection by a gavy will 
impose upon a state. The Americans are 
not even prepared to protect their own 
coasts against 3 naval power of any im- 
portance.’

Commissions in the United States 
Army Are Eagerly Sought 


HIGH STANDARD HAS BEEN SET 


The President Selects One Hundred and 
Ninety-Flve Applicants, 


THEY MUST STAND EXAMINATION 


Nominees Are Nearly All Graduates of 
the Best Schools in the Country 
and Have Had Military Train- 
ing as Cadets—7,000 
Applications. 


Washington, June 19.—At a late hour to- 
night Adjutant General Corbin made the 
names of the 195 young men who have 
been selected to appointment as second 
lieutenants in the regular army to fill va- 
the act of congress 
adopting the three battalion organization 
for the infantry arm of the service and the 
addition. of one second lieutenant to all 
batteries when filled to war strength. 

Each of the 195 men selected will be ob- 
liged to undergo an examination that will 
be a thorough test of his mental and 
physical qualifications for the army ser-* 
vice. .

The high standard of the young men

Washington, June 19.—The Hawaiian 
question comes to the front again in the 
senate during the present week, but under 
somewhat défferent circumstances from 
those which attended its preséntation at 
the beginning of the session. The purpose 
was then, as it is now, to secure the annex- 
ation of the islands to the United States, 
but the effect at that time was to secure 
this result by means of a treaty, whereas 
the present course is through the instru- 
mentality of a joint resolution. On the first 
occasion the matter was considered in ex- 
ecutive session with the public excluded, 
while now the doors are to be thrown open 
and the world invited. 

What the outcome of the discussion may 
be or when a vote will be reached, no one 
Will undertake to say positively. The friends 
of annexation assert that there is no pos- 
sible doubt of their ability to pass the 
resolution and say they have forty-six 
senators, or one more than a quorum 
pledged to remain the same until the ques- 
tion can be decided, while the opposing 
leaders declare that forty-eight senators 
have assured them they will vote to ad- 
journ in preference to remaining in ses- 
gion indefinitely for the consideration of 


the Hawaiian question. 

3 Advocates Won’t Speak. 

The advocates of annexation declare they 
will make no epeeches, leaving the oppo- 
nents to occupy all the time to be con- 
sumed; the opposition say they are willing 
to make speeches if compelled to do s0, 
but that if forced to do this they will insist 
that the friends of the measure shall main- 
tain a constant quorum in the senate cham- 
ber. They also predict that the annexation- 
ists will find themselves compelled to par- 
ticipate in the“proceedings, as they expect 
to advance points which will demand refu- 
tation or at least reply. In view of this 
generally contradictory condition one can 
only base prediction upon general condi- 
tion. 

‘There is no doubt, in the first place, that 
the annexationists have a majority in the 
senate if a vote can be reached. If a vote 
could be got now the resuJt would be about 

fifty-four for annexation to thirty-five 
against in full senate. 

Won’t Remain Too Long. 

Of these fifty-four senators there are, 
however, quite a number who are not Zeal- 
ous and tn whose minds all doubt as to the 
policy of the acquisition of outside terri- 
tory has not been. overcome. These sena- 
tors as a rule are not disposed to remain 
in session for any length of time during 
the summer months to consider Hawailan 
annexation. Most of the senators of this 
class are republicans, and there are prob- 
ably a sufficient number of them under 
normal circumstances to join with the 
democrats to force adjournment. They 
find themselves confronted, however, with 
the request of the administration to re- 
main and pass the resolution as a war 
measure and some of them are disposed to 
sink their own preferences in obedience to 
the presidential wish. 

The gossip as to the probability of a 
postponement until a fixed day in the next 
session increases and many persons aré 
predicting that this will be the outcome 
of the contest. A test vote probably will 
be secured Monday on the taking up of the 
resobution, as it will be necessary in order 
to get it up to displace other measures on 
the calendar. 

Conference Report in the House. 

Much of the time of the house this week 
will be devoted to consideration of con- 
ference reports. The general deficiency bil 
will be passed and among prominent meas- 
ures likely to be considered are the anti- 
scalping and banking and currency Dills. 


“™ Those in charge of the latter measure 


have not determined whether they will urge 


-“eonsideration this week or not, but in the 
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case the majority sentiment of the repub- 
licans favors the taking up of the measure, 
no obstacle will be presented by the com- 
mittee on rules or by the speaker. 

‘The house wll await with much interest 
the course of the Hawaiian resolutions in 
the senate. Upon that will depend early 
adjournment, members generally conteding 
that the senate ‘thas the key to the situa-

HISTORIC’ BUILDINGS BURNED. 


One of the Oldest Blocks in Savannah 
Destroyed by Fire. 
Savannah, Ga., June 19.—The old Haber- 
sham rice mills, a block of the oldest build- 


ings in Gavannah, one of them having been 
built in 1828, were’ destroyed by fire this 
evening. The fire was started by a light- 
ning bolt Which struck the western side of 
the building near a chaff bin. The fire was 
an exceedingly hot one and@ the heavy rain 
that was falling had little effect on it. 

The property was insured for about $23,- 

Two witnesses of the lightning stroke, 
B. Golden, and a clerk at the Baltimore 
wharf, stated they saw the thunderbolt hit 
upon a corner on the western side, carry- 
ing down with it a dozen bricks. It was 
twenty minutes later when the smoke was 
eeen coming out of the buildings. 

The land upon which these old buildipgs 
stood was granted by the crown to John 
Gordon in 1761, and came by sale into pos- 
session of John Roe, whose sister, Isabg¢lla, 
married Hon. Joseph Habersham, posfmis- 
ter general under President Washington. 
That is how it came into the possession of 
the Habersham family, which with the 
family ef Daniel Blake, hag owned it ever 
since, ° 

Blake was an enthusiastic admirer of 
Henry Clay, and when he was a candidate 
for the presidency, Mr. Blake fitted up one 
of the mills intending to give a ball to the 
citizens of Savannah in Mr. Clay’s honor, 
but Clay was not elected and the ball went 
by defauit. m 

The old mill has been operated for about 
three years by John Screven, Jr. This is 
the third rice mil) fire in Savannah in the 
last five years and each of them have been 
disastrous. Mr, Screven formerly ran the 
lower rice mill, which was dstroyed by 
fire at a loss of $75,000 about three years 
ago, 

000. About $6,000 worth of rice was de 
stroyed, but was fully covered by insur- 
ance.

MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED IN IT 


Option of Ninety Days Is Given on Big 
’ Area of Coal Lands. ' 


THE TRADE HAS BEEN CONSUMMATED 


British Capital Will Push the Coal In- 
dustry in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky Mountains. 


Louisville, June 19.—All the coal mines 
in the Jellico district will soon be trans- 
ferred to an English syndicate, At a meet- 
ing between those interested in the prop- 
erty and representatives of British capital, 
in Knoxville, Tenn., Friday, the deal was 
practically consummated, and all that re- 
mains now to be done is to receive the 
money and transfer the deeds. 

Messrs. BE, T. Halsey, Hywel Davis and 
Powhattan A. Toldridge, who represented 
the Louisville interests at the meeting, 
returned today and are well satisfied with 
the prospects. The English syndicate se- 
cured an option of ninety days on all the 
mines, all papers being signed by them 
to that end, while the owners are instruct- 
ed that all deeds be executed preparatory 
to the transfer as soon as the money is 
paid, which is to be done within the spec- 
ified ninety days. 

This will close one of the largest coal 
deals ever consummated in this country, 
and will bring millions of dollars into Lou- 
isville and other parts of Kentucky. 

The deal was negotiated by Messrs. Mc- 
Crosky, Morton & Jerome, who represent 
the millions of English capital, and who 
wil] return to London, where the necessary 
arrangements will be made to take charge 
of the mining property.

It seemed as if all was 
over, but Hobart determined to try a ruse 
before giving up the craft, so he answered,

cruiser was about eighty yards away. 
Orders could be heard given, and soon the 
boats were lowered, and the crews laughed 
and* cheered as they came on for their 
supposed prize. Just as they reached the 
side of the D—n, however, the captain 
whispered down the tube into the engine 
room: “Full speed ahead,’’ and she shot 
away and escaped. 

On her return trip, aS soon as the D—n 
left Wilmingtom harbor she was chased 
again ang again made her escape.

He entered the service of 
Turkey, and effectually checked the Greek 
blockade runners about the island of Crete. 
For this he was raised to the rank of 
pasha and made an admiral of the Ottoman 
fieet.

“GROWING UP” IN JAPAN. 


The Boy Becomes of Age at Fifteen 
Years and Is Given a New Name. 

Wihen he is three years old, he begins ta 
wear the obi, ‘a girdle, three inches wide, 
which confines the kimono, a loose sort of 
garment, and the main part of the Japa- 
nese national dress, for both children and 
grown people. The putting on of the obi 
is the occasion of another family feast; 
and a very important garment it is, for it 
corresponds to pockefs in an American 
boy’s trousers. The front part of the 
kimono, above the obi, is also used as a 
pocket; and the long, wide sleeves, sewed 
up at the lower end, make two very big 
ones. 

When fifteen years old, the boy becomes 
of age, and a third family festival occurs. 
Another name is given him, and his hair is 
allowed to grow all over the head, like a 
man’s. Previous to this time the head is 
Shaved so as to allow the hair to grow 
only in spots of tufts, the place of the tufts 
varying up to the age of ten, when the 
crown only is shaved. At this festival 
celebrating hig, majority the manner of 
friends and relatives changes toward him, 
and while the day before he was still ad- 
dressed as a child. now ‘the is addressed in 
the ceremonious forms required by Japa- 
mese etiquette. The title of respect, san, 
is henceforth added to his name, even by 
those nearest and dearest. These titles, 
san, sama, always follow the name, and 
are never prefixed as with our “Mr.” For 
example, a boy whose name is Kiyoshi will 
be caljed Kioyoshi-san. In his responses — 
to the kind speeches made to him, the boy 
shows that he understands the new honors 
that have come upon him, and that he ig 
now ready to apply himself to the serious 
business of life. 

It used to be a great thing to be born a 
samurai (sah-moo-ri) boy baby in Japan. 
The samurai were soldiere 4nd scholars, 
and were entirely apart from and above 
the ordinary people. They could not engage 
in any business, nor could they marry i..te | 
another class. This has al been changed 
since the Japanese revolution of 1367-68, The 
people are now divided into two large 


‘classes;—the heimin (ha-meen), or common- 
-ers, the shizoku (shee-zo-koo), or gentry— 


and all have equal righte under the law. 
The average boy’s success in life depends 
upon his own abilities, and the use he # 
makes of the teaching he may have. 

The first thing the samurai baby needed 
after he was put in his nurse’s arms was @ 
aword. Rather a queer thing for a baby to 
have, but then this baby was a samurai! 
No matter if the tiny hand could not grazp 
the handle, his nurse carried it for him; 
and when the obi became a part of his 
dress, the sword was fastened to it and 
hung by his side. To be sure. it was & 
wooden sword, but what of that? It waa 
the badge of his rank, and must g0 
wherever he did all day long, and when he ~. . 
went to bed it was laid ciése by. “The 
sword is the soul of the samurai’ is an 
old Japanese saying, and it was thus early 
fastened to his side, that he might ®ecome 
ueed fo grasping it from infancy. 

When our young samurai reached the age 
of seven, it was a -day of great rejoicing. - 
At the family festival two real metal 
swords were fastened to the obi, one on 
each gidé& The edges, however, were blunt, 
and accidents were further guarded againat 
by having the swords 6o fastened in their 
sheaths*that the young swordsman could 
not draw them out. These were now his 
constant companions unfll. at the age of 
fifteen, the weapons handed down in this 
family took their place.

Criticising Germany and France. 

It must have become evident by this 
time to all intelligent readers that there 
is a well defined policy in the effort to 
create bad feeling in the United States 
against Germany and France. 

Almost every day reports and rumors 
find their way into the news channels 
indicating enmity on the part of Ger- 
many against the United States. Every 
movement of the German fleet is distort- 
ed into a possible act of aggression 
against this country. Whenever an un- 
important Frenchman has something to 
say in favor of Spain, it is caught up 
and spread abroad as an exidence that 
the people of France are enemies to the 
United States. 

It is curtous to note that these re- 
ports find their way into the press from 
London. The United States necessarily 
appreciates the’, marked friendship of 
Great Britain in the present struggle, 
but that appreciation must be lessened 
if it be demonstrated that while trying 
to monopolize our friendship for herself, 
England is stirring up enmity against 
us in the other countries of the wofld. 
Such a policy, if continued, must recoil 
with terrible effect. 
wants the friendship of the English gov- 
ernment, but it does not want it at the 
price of antagonizing all the balance of 
the world. With England’s trade quar- 
rels with other countrtes we can have 
no concern, except in so far as they af- 
fect our own. Any attempt on the part 
of England, therefore, to embroil the 
United States with other powers will fail 
of itself. Under a monarchy, where on- 
ly the sovereign and the cabinet are to 
be dealt with, such a bamboozling of 
the natione would be possible, but in a 
country where every four years a public 
scrutiny and accounting must be made, 
the old methods of diplomatic legerde- 
main will be Knocked in the head. 


New York’s Improved Record. 

Specially gratifying are the figures 
which The New York Sun gives show- 
ing that while drunkenness has con- 
siderably increased within the past few 
years in both London and Paris it has 
measurably decreased in New York 
within the same interval. 

In New York at the present time there 
are 12,000 liquor establishments, in- 
cluding saloons, hotels, restaurants, tav- 
erns and road houses, Three years ago 
within the same area included in what is 
now the consolidated metropolis of New 
York there were 12,300 liquor establish- 
ments, or three hundred more than at 
the present time. This speaks well for 
New York in consideration of the fact 
that her population aggregates 3,000,000 
souls. 

In London there are 14,000 liquor es- 
tabligshments at the present time, or con- 
erably more than the figures for any 
previous census show. In Paris there are 
almost aS many liquor establishments 
as there are in London, although Paris 
is little more than half the size of Lon- 


don. 
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A Contrast and a Lesson. 

While liberty develops growth tyranny 
produces stagnation. This truth is strik- 
ingly illustrated in the. contrast which 
The Philadelphia Press draws between 
the state of the Nebraska and the island 
of Cuba.

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< CARTOGRAPHY. 


When the sun went down on the plains 
of Toldsa one summer day 686 years ago 
the 16th of the coming month: of- July, 
Spain, or what then passed for Spain, had 
won so tremendous a vi€tory over the 
Moors. it would seem shé must have start- 
ed on a career of usefulness to the world 
and credit to herself. But, apparentiy, 
Spain was not built on a progressive plan, 
and as the centuries came and went she 
again.and again demonstrated her inability 
to control either herself or the world. 

When the sixteenth century came she 
was in a fair way to redeem herself—at 
least from the standpoint of progress in 
empire—for she was rapidly advancing to 
the leading place among the nations of the 
old world. Wen, in 1519, Charles I became 
sovereign, Spain was apparently going to 
fulfill the destiny of her prophets, for she 
was lord of many realms—the kingdoms of 
Spain, Naples, Sicily And Sardinia were 
under him; he was emperor of Germany as 
Charles V; he had his hereditary patrimony 
on Austria; and Mexico and Peru were add- 
ed to his domain. As one writer puts it, 
‘Since the time of Charlemagne, Europe 
had not seen so powerful a monarchy.” 

Along in this century the map makers 
of the time began to “put in their best 
licks,"’ so to sepak, to get out new and 
curious cartographical monstrosities. The 
map-makers of the middle ages and the 
times immediately following had some of 
the most peculiar attacks of mendacity, 
or call it imagination, if you will, that ever 
affected cartographers since the world be- 
gan. They were not content with the 
preparation of ludicrous maps of portions 
of the world with which they should have 
been fairly well familiar, but they sent 


their imaginations across the seas Colum-’ 


bus thad sailed and set down the most 
misleading metes and bounds of the new 
world which Spain had been instrumental 
in discovering. 

Along in 1587 one Abraham Ortelius of 
Antwerp, a Dutch mapmaker, put forth 
his map of the world, with many other 
maps, in a queer old skin-bound volume, 
and something of the crudity of the ideas 
of Europe about the possessions of Spain 
in ‘America are indicated in his produc- 
tion. The map was made some years be- 
fore 1587, according to one authorjty. Ameri- 
ca, as a Spanish-discovereqd continent, it 
should be remembered, was now nearly a 
century old, so that ont would think at 
least a fairly good idea of the country 
would be disclosed in a map made by a 
man: of adeptness in cartography. 


The world, by this map, was in the shape 
of a gigantic pumpkin, the polar regions be- 
ing ‘vast reaches of flatness, while America, 
the domain of Spain, save Where it had 
been occupied coastwise by other enter- 
prising parties, was of enormous extent, 
reaching apparently half-way around the 
globe. From its farthermost eastern point 
to the western extremity was just half the 
distance across this wonderful map. From 
the point where florida was indicated by 
an indentation in the southern coast line, 
to the queer coast line at the top of the 
map above the ‘“circulus Articus,”" was 
about one-third the distance from the east 
to the west. Such unimportant things as 
the system of great lakes and the Missis- 
sippi river were not cunsidered worthy of 
mention on such a map of America, though 
there was one gigantic river rising some- 
where in the region of Chicago and flowing 
to the Atlantic via the St. Lawrénce. 

Cuba was not drawn so badly; it was 
fairly well outlined and its relative position 
was good, while South America and Mexico, 
or Hispania, were drawn in quite reason- 
able proportions. 

The straits of Magellan between the 
southern portion of South America and the 
island of Terra del Fuego, divided, in the 
mind of the Dufch cartographer, the lands 
of Spain from a vast unknown continent on 
which he cautiously printed: “Terra Aus- 
tralis Non Dum Cognita.’’ 

If he meant Australia, as evidently he did, 
he must have had an unusually severe at- 
tack of enlarged vision, for he left to that 
unexplored region nearly or quite one-third 
of the earth’s surface, : 

But while Spain in this period seemed to 
be as powerful as the Dutchman’s map 
would indicate, decay set in. Mistress not 
only of great possessions in Europe, but 
of vast, untold viches over seas in the new 
world, the same spirit of dissension, the 
Same aptitude for blundering, the same dis- 
position to invite ruin throiggh intrigye and 
cruelty and oppression that have marked 
her relations to the Cuban people since the 
present war began, were even then at work 
for the downfall of Spain. 

It is quite beyond the ken of man to esti- 
mate the power which Spain might have 
possessed in the new world today had ske 
been, as a nation, inspired with a different 
spirit from the time of thé arrival of the 
Columbus caravels. During the period 
from the time this map was made until 
another century had passed the decline cf 


‘Spain was marked. On a smaller scale just 


such a decline is in process of accomplish- 
ment today. One writer, in speaking of 
that period, gives a sharply drawn nicture 
of the fration in the following few words: 

“Three reigns, Philip III, 1598-1621: Philip 
IV, 1621-1665, and Charles II, 1665-1700, fill 
this century of nationa) decline full of 
crowned idiocy, hypochondria and madness, 
the result of incestueus marriages or 
natural weakness, The splendid and pros- 
perous empire under the emperor and his 
son—its vast conquests, discoveries and 
foreign wars—beecomes transformed into a 
bauble for the caprice of favorites, under 
their successors. Amid its immeasurable 
wealth Spain was bankrupt. The gold and 
Silver and precious stones of the west 
emptied themselves into a land the poorest 
and most debt-laden in Europe; the most 
spiritually ignorant, despite the countless 
churches; the most notorious for its disso- 
lute mobility, its worthless officials, its 
ignoble family relations, its horrible moral 
aberrations, pervading all grades of popu- 
lation. The mighty fancy, the enthusiastic 
loyalty, the fervid faith of the richly en- 
dowed Spaniard were not counterbalanced 
by humbdler. but more practical virtues— 
love of industry, of agriculture, of manu- 
factures.”’ 

Soon after the close of this véentury an- 
other map appeared, among the many that 
had been drawn through the centuries, and 
of which these are but types. It was made 
in the year 1700, and its French printing 
and engraving are delicate and fine. The 
map is one of many in a Volume 
issued under Philip V. The plates 
of a portion at least are of copper, and very 
interesting as evidences of the cartograph- 
er’s art. This map indicates the possessions 
of Spain in the new world at a time com- 
paratively near our own, less than 200 
years ago. It would seem past belief that 
any nation having such enormous and such 
fabulously rich possessions on this conti- 
nent, even after all her past mistakes, 
could so soon lose them. The map indi- 
cates how large were the possessions in 
North America and how vast the Spanish 
domain in South America, - practically in- 
cluding all of the latter except a strip in 
the center, where now lies Brazil. Curious- 
ly enough, even as late as this map was 
made, California was believed by many, as 
indicated on the map, to be an island. 

Little by little these vast paqssessions 
melted away, until today a bankrupt na- 
tion, rent, with internal dissensions, its 
people on the verge of anarchy, is fighting 
for the last fragments of a mighty empire. 

The cartographer who makes a map of 
Spain at the close of this century will not 
need as much paper as did good old Dutch 
Ortelius of Antwerp, or the skillful drafts- 
man of Philip V, or as would have been 
needed before the dawning of April 21, 1898, 
but the fmaper will be large enough ‘to suit 
the spirr: of the. nobler civilization of the

Such is the name of the home of the 
late General P. M. B. Young, which is 
now occupied by his relatives,..Dr. and 
Mrs. Thomas Janes and family, consisting 
of four daughters and one son, Thomas 
Janes, Jr. Mrs. Janes is General Young's 
only sister. Several weeks ago Dr. and 
Mrs. F. R. Calhoun and their daughter, 
Mrs. Bate, and Captain Postell and my- 


nut Grove.

I looked to ad- 
mire and felt very fine and rich, driving 
through a gateway supported by such 
handsome posts. : On our arrival we were 
cOrdially welcomed by Mrs. Janes and her 
charming daughters, who ushered us into 
the broad, spacious hall.

After putting off bonnets, hats and 
wraps, we went into the large parlor, 
which has very high ceiling, wide, airy 
windows, an old-fashioned broad fireplace 
and fine brass andirons and fender to 
match.

war, the different officers and gallant old 
soldiérs.

Kelly, of California; Z. T. Willett, of Ten- 
nessee; I. H: Rallins, of Missouri, and 
others. Colonel] Ball is the only surviv- 
ing member of this interesting group of 
West Point cadets. 

Another painting of General Young, tak- 
en in 1864-in his uniform, a very hand- 
some face. Over the mantel in the parlor 
hangs his latest likeness, taken one year 
before his death. Mrs, Jones showed us 
a little blue china drinking bowl which 
the general carried all through the late 
war. As she quietly placed the bit of china 
on the table I noticed with what sad ten- 
derness her dark, expressive eyes rested 
upon it. She seemed to love to speak of 
her distinguished brother, and took great 
pride in showing us the many mementoes 
preserved in the home. There is General 
Young’s sword and fine coat worn in the 
last battle of the war of the confederacy. 
One of the most valuable relics of by- 
gone days is a ring in the possession of 
Miss Lula Jones. It is over one hundred 
years old, and contains five pearls sur- 
rounded by many small sapphires. This 
ring was given to her great-grandmother 
by her lover, a cousin of Thomas Moore. 
The young lover died ere his fondest hopes 
were realized. It is highly treasured as an 
heirloom in the family, and also on ac- 
count of thé pathetic association, For all 
the world loves a lover. 


In due time dinner was announced. The 


delicious boiled ham, fried spring chicken, 
vegetables, gotden butter, the richest 
cream, several kinds of cakes, coffee, etc. 
The dessert was served upon plates and 
Saucers of antique as wel] as of unique 
design, robin redbreast sitting om a 
limb.

This crane has many 
hooks for hanging the* pots and kettles 
for cooking. It is fastened by hinges in 
the back of the chimney, and can be pulled 
Out for the convenience of the cook. It 
is so called from.a iancied similarity to 
the neck of a crane. Mrs, Jones next in- 
vited us into the big vegetable garden. 
Along the borders are many ros®s in bloom 
planted by her mother. She gave each of

Going into the front yard, she showed 
with delight her bed of new roses recently 
planted.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Captain Philip, of the Texas. 
Editor Constitution—W hen the United 
States cruiser New York first went into 
commission it was the finest vessel and the 
choicest command in the navy. 

This command was bestowed on Captain 
John W. Philip, at present commanding 
the United States battleship Texas. Cap- 
tain Philip was a native of New York and 
was appo‘nted from there to Annapolis. So 
far as was practicable the precedent had 
become somewhat in vogue to give the 
first command of the vessels in the new 
navy to somé officer appointed from the 
state after whose principal city the vessel 
was named. In the cage ef the New York 
and Captain Philip he was distinguisnedad BY 
asugnment to a commana etd responsibill- 
ty on the finest warship in the United 
States navy, and the choice of him was one 
of eminent fitness. As executive officer on 
one of our ships, belonging to the Mediter- 
ranean squadrom, I have heard there was 
a competitive drill in which:the vessels of. 
several foreign nations took part. The re- 
sult was that Captain Philip carried off the 
honors against all competitors. The offi- 
cers and men under him have always been 
devoted to him and his superior officere 
have always reposed in him the most im- 
plicit confidence. I first knew him through 
his junior officers when he commanded the 
United states steamship Ramger, and after- 
wards the United States ship. Tuscarora, 
at San” Francisco. These vessels were 
specially commissioned for coast and hy- 
drographic work on the coasts and portw 
of Central and South America. It was 
scienti work and had to be done with 
the utmost accuracy. A great many years 
before a part of this work had been in- 
augurated by the United States govern- 
ment but its completiun for the aid of 
navigation was completed by Captain Phil- 
ip amd the efficient corps of junior officers 
who served under him. Captain Philip was 
lighthouse inspector on the Pacific coast, 
his district extending from San Diego to 
Crescent City, Cal. He was also on the 
old receiving ship Independence at Mare 
island. After these several years of im- 
portant and diversified services on the Pa- 
cifle slope he came east and took command 
of the United States ship Atlanta and 
was afterwards captain of the vard at the 
Boston and Charlestown navy yard. He 
is a man of the strictest temperance. It fs 
said ..at when he was a cadet midshipman 
he attended a feast which became some- 
what convivial; to what extent he per-~ 
sonally yielded himself to the convivial in- 
fluences of the occasion ig a matter some- 
what involved in doubt. At any rate the 
authorities threatened punishment against 
these’ youthful revelers, which caused such 
alarm on he part of Cadet Painp that from 
that time on he abjured al) occasions and 
cohditions by which he might incur the 
discipline of the authoritiscs. I do mot know 

aptain Philip, in the orthodox sense, 
xtremely: religious man, but he is 

his conscientious adherence to 

relig‘ous observanees on his ship. If the 
ship is without a chaplain Captain Philip 
wii: eonduct the services himself. Some of 
the best officers of our navy are like unto 
Captain Philip in this respect and believe 
that there is a power outside and beyond 
themselves directing and controlling the 
destinies of men in war and peace. | 

At ome time after the war the Pacifia 
mail put several United States naval off- 
cers in command of its ships making voy- 
ages from San Francisco to the Mexican 
and Central. American ports and to the 
ports of Japan anu China. Captain Philip 
was one of the American navy officers se 
Selected. In this merchamt marine he com- 
manded for a:while the big side-wheeler 
China. She has been recently impressed by 
the government as a transport for convey- 
ing trops from Sam Francesco to the Philip- 
pine islands. She was the largest vessel 
of the Pacific mail. On one of her voyages 
returning from China there were two pas- 
sengers of a foreign nationality. Against 
orders these men were reported to Captain 
Philip as smoking in their staterooms after 
the hours for extinguishing lights. Captain 
‘Philip the next morning at breakfast po- 
litely, but firmly, requested that they 
should not again break the rules, which 
uniess strictly Observed and enforced, 
would endanger the cargo of the 
ship and the lives of pesengers. 
One of them became somewhat deftamt 
and told Captain Philip. that if 
he wanted to smoke in his stateroom, he 
proposed to exercise that right. The 
captain told him that if he did so again 
he would punish him. That night the 
steward of the ship again reported to the 
captain that there wags pipe smoking in, the 
Stateroom, occupied by these two passen- 
gers. The next morning Captain Philip 
handcuffed the most offending one and left 
him seated on the upper deck of the vessel, - 
Three or four hours of this discipline con- 
vinced the passenger that he must yieid to 
proper authority, whereupon he was 
released. He threatened, however, upon hig 
cap- 
arrested, and to bring a damage suit 
the Pacific Mail Company. About 
the second day after the arrival of the 
vessel Captain Philip passed his ex-pas- 
senger on Kearney street, who gave him a 
severe and inhospitable stare, but beyond 
this' denouement, nothing was heard of 
the threatened arrest or the action for 
damages. It is to be supposed that a law- 
yer was consulted, and the passenger wag 
advised that he had rendered himself 
amenable to the punishment he had re- 
ceived, and there was no redress. The se- 
lection of United States naval officers for 
command of the ships of the Pacific Mail 
excited the opposition of those who sought 
or had such commands, by promotion. in 
the merchant marine service. Altogether 
this was quite natural. The old Ohina. be- 
ing a side-wheeler, was the most difficult . 
vessel to ‘bring to the wharf. A pilot for 
the harbor of San Francisco was taken on- 
outside of the Heads, and when a pilot has 
charge of a ship the captain's power and 
responsibility for the time being is sus- 
pended. In approaching the wharf Captain 
Philip was standing on the bridge with the 
pilot. He ordered the pilat to. leave the 
bridge, so that he himself could take ex- 
clusive command. The pilot was insubor- 
dinate as to this order, and refused to go 
until Captain FPtilip told him that if 4

| did not go below he would order hie men u 


to send him from the bridge forcibly. The 
idea was that if the pilot remained on the 
bridge, he (the pilot) would get the credit 
of bringing the ship to the wharf. A num- 
ber of old captains were on the dock 

‘o see the difficulty or failure that a tender- 
foot naval officer would make in bringing 
the old China to the wharf. However, un- 
der Captain Philip's direction, the old side- 
wheeler came al as gracefully as a2 swan 
and got to her berth without a hitch. and 
quicker than she had ever done before. 
For his skill, the ma captains, who 
had assembled there with a hostile spirit, 
and to rejoice over his fatlure, proclaimed a 
rousing cheer for the skipper. After this 
episode, Captain Philip was at least one 
American navy officer. on special duty for 
the Pacific Mail, for whom all the merchant 
marine captains entertained great admira- 
tion and friendship. 

Captain Philip is an officer of great abil- 
ity. The United States battleship Texas 
for some months after she went into com- 
mission was almost incorrigible. Her difi- 
cukties have now been entirely surmount- 
ed. and it is to be presumed that there is 
no vessel !n Captain Sampson's and Cap- 
tain’s Schley fleet that would do better 
service than the Texas, under the command 
of Captain Philip. It cannot be doubted 
that in any douncil of war and in any 
emergency, where coolness of judgment and 
valorous conduct is to be looked for, Cap- 
tain Philip and ST Texas will be heard 
from. He is a/ splendid man, and an officer 
of consummate skill. All who ksow him 
are thorovethly attached ‘to him, and there 
is an esprit de corps among his officers and |

‘The appointment of officers for the Third 
Georgia regiment United States volunteers 
. Will not begin until next Tuesday morning. 

Governor Atkinson left Atlanta last night 
for Eastman, where he will spend Monday. 
and in answer to an invitation deliver an 
address. He will not return to Atlanta un- 
tl) Tuesday morning. Governor Atkinson 
stated yesterday that he woulg appoint the 
Heutenant colonel and majors of the regi- 
meng on Tuesday and Wednesday. Imme- 
diately following this he will appoint the 
captains and lieutenants. It seems iItmely 
that the ful! list of officers for the new 
regiment will not be known until the latter 
part of this week and probably the early 
Part or next week. 

The work of appointing’ the officers is 
very tedious and considering the great 
number of applicants requires great care. 

The officers will, it in understood, be men 
who have had military experience at some 
time or other during their Ives. While it 
Seems likely that a number of civilians will 
_ Teceive appointments, they will be men 
who have attended military schools and 
have received military training. 

The friends of the applicants have spoken 
to the governor and will probably be about 
the capitol this week in large numbers. 
The governor will consider the various ap- 
plications before him and since these num- 
ber something in the neighborhcod of 1,000 
he will have quite @ task. 

The appointment which is causing the 
eFeatest amount of interest is that of lieu- 
tenant colonel. This office is one of con- 
siderable importance and which is anxious- 
ly sought after by a mumber of well known 
gentlemen. It seems certain that this ap- 
pointment will be made Tuesday and the 
announcement of the successful applicant 
is waited with impatience by those inter- 
ested in the matter. A.well known officer 
who has figured prominently in military 
affairs in this state for the past few months 
and who has won a wide circle of friends, 
is prominently spoken of for the office. 

Next to the lieutenant colonel will come 
the majors in order of appointment. The 
interest in these appointments is also in- 
tense and the applications numerous. There 
are two majors to be appointed for the reg- 
iment. 

The captains and lieutenants will come 
next. There are to be twelve captains, one 
to each company, and twenty-four leu- 
tenants, two to each company. For these 
offices there are the greatest number of ap- 
plications. Many military men and civilians 
who have had military experience want 
to be captains. A large number of men 
who have had military experience and an 
equally sufficient mumber who have not 
had experience want commissions as lieu- 
tenants. It is said a well-known newspa- 
per man will be appointed a lieutenant. 


DR. PROBST TALKS ON PRAYER. 


= Delivered a Strong Sermon at English 
Lutheran Church Yesterday to 


Large Congregation. 

Rev. L. K. Probst, of the English Luth- 
eran church, preached one of his character- 
istically strong sermons to his congrega- 
tion yesterday morning. ‘Prayer’ was the 
subject of his discourse. 

Referring to the knowledge of God and 
prayer that young children ought to pos- 
sess, Rev. Prebst told of the condition that 
concerns many parents.

Rev. L. G. Broughton, at the Third Bap- 
tist church, did not preach a regular ser- 
mon at the morning service, but delivered 
an earmest talk on the duties of church 
members.

These 
men have been scattere@ over the United 
States, most of them being stationea at 
the various government telegraph stations. 
This is the first time that the entire corps 
has been together. It has now been broken 
by the sending of five sergeants to join 
the forces bound to Manila. 

The officer in charge here is Lieutenant 
Greene, and he has recruited a large num- 
ber of men from the ranks and is putting 
them through a rig'd course of training 
and practice. These men will serve only 
during the war... The regular members of 
the corps have never been able to practice 
togther, and.ge each day they are busily 
engaged in practice which will render their 
knowledge of more practical service when 
they reach Cuba. 

The signal corps camp is one of the pret- 
tiest camps in Tampa. It is situated in a 
field near the Tampa Bay hotel kennels 
and overlooking Hillsborough bay. Some 
grass has managed to grow in the ever- 
prevailing sand, and if there is not enough 
of it to make turf it holds the sand gown a 
little when the wind blows. Nearly all the 
tents are pitched near or underneath shade 
trees and there is a pervading air of ex- 
treme cleanliness and quiet. 

At 6 in the morning is reveille and roll 
call and at 6:10 breakfast. At 7 the men 
start off in the mule carts for signal drill. 
Part of them go to the water front near 
old Fort Brooke, part go to Ballast Point, 
a famous picnic ground on the outskirts of 
Tampa, juttine out into Hillsborough bay. 
Instead of sending the men down there 
in the cars, Lieutenant Greene has char- 
tered a naphtha launch froh the hotel which 
carries them from Fort Brooke down the 
bay to the Point in about forty minutes. 
The men are always anxious to be selected 
for the Ballast Foint detail. 

Heliograph Practice. 


On arriving at the Point they set up 
three stations on the water front to cor- 
respond with the three stations near Fort 
Brooke, about three miles away. Each 
Station is provided with a helicgraph, flags, 
a telescope and field glasses. If the sun is 
out the heliograph is set up at once. It is 
a very simple instrument, but wonderfully 
effective, and the men are fond of working 
with it. It consists of a glass, which is so 
placed on a tripod as to catch the rays of 
the gun. Directly in front, on a similar 
tripod, is a metal screen which intercepts 
the reflection of the glass. The screen is 
composed of two pieces, and these are 
made to open and shut sharply by means 
of a lever at the side. When the glass is 
accurately trained on the station with 
which communication is to be carried on, 
one of the men stands with his finger on 
the lever and opens and shuts the sereen 
according to a simple telegraphic code, 
making combinations of long and short 
flashes with pauses. Sometimes it happens 
that the glass cannot be so placed as to 


| reflect the rays of the sun. In this case 


another glass is set up, which flashes the 
light upon the first one, and the blinding 
flash which ts seen across the bay is but 
a reflection. At a distance of one mile. the 
width of the flash is 161-3 yards, and the 
flash may be read at a distance of eight 
or ten miles. 

While one man is at the heliograph, 
another sits with his eye to the telescope 
which is fastened to a convenient tree, and 
another stands with pad and pencil ready 
to take down the answering flash¢s, or to 
read off the message to be sent. 

Flag’ Signaling. 

Besides the work done with the helio- 
graph, there is daily practice with the flags, 
of which there are two, hamely, a white 
flag with a red square in the center, and a 
red flag with a white square in the center. 
These are used simply according to the 
landscape—the flag which will show clear- 
est against the background of the station 


that he never wants to 
he has gained facility and is put on 
flag, whieh he learns to manipulate in 


hes pistols and carbines, 


He finally learns to read messages or words 
as a whole, just as we ail read a word or 
a sentence. He is at last hardly conscious 
of the separate movements which comprise 
it. The flag signaling may be seen at a 
distance of five miles, 

The old-fashioned method of signaling at 
night was by means of the torch. This was 
composed of a cylinder of copper half filled 
with oil, in which a huge wick was thrust. 
It was fastened to the end of a stick. Here 
was an instrument to be used precisely as 
the flag is used in the day time. The torch 
has been superseded by the lantern and 
screen on the same principle as the helio- 
graph. But Lieutenant Greene has on hand 
a supply of the old-fashioned torches in 
case an emergency snould arise in which 
they would be needed. 

The three stations at Ballast Point and at 
Fort Brooke, while not many feet apart, 
All the members of the corps are mounted 
work quite independently of each other. 
Lieutenant Greene's first idea was to sta- 
tion the men on various islamds in the bay. 
This he found impracticable, hecause the 
shallowness of the »purrounding water 
obliged them to wade asnore and the dense 
mangrove growth prevented them from 
moving about on the islands. The present 
system of-practice is, however, very satis- 
factory. 

The men knock off at 11 o’clock, eat their 
lunch and rest: until 1, Then they practice 
again from 1 till 3, when they return to, 
camp. The only other events of their day 
are dimner at 5, retreat roll-call at 6 and 
guard mount at 6:05. There is a guard de- 
tailed day and night to keep watch over 
the mules and horses corralled near by.

graph. 

The Field Telegraph. | 

The field telegraph is, perhaps, the most 
important work of the corps. Practice 
with this has not been carried on in Tam- 
pa on account of the sandy soil, but the 
men will have plenty of field telegraph 
work to do in an active campaign. Its ef- 
fective operation may save thousands of 
lives, and win battles. The field telegraph 
can be set up in an incredibly short time. 
In ordinary field practice three miles are 
often put in operation in an hour. Over 
uncertain ground a mile an hour is allow- 
ed for at the minimum. 

In setting up the telegraph different 
work is allotted to each man, and he is so 
thoroughly trained that he goes about it 
without delay or reference to the others. 
For instance, one man gallops ahead and 
lays ut the @urse, ‘indicating where 
each pole is to be set. He is follawed by 
Others who dig holes at each stake. Then 
comes the cart bearing the poles, and a 
pole is thrown off as each hole is reached. 
After this comes the cart containing the 
wire cable, which is reeled off so fast that 
‘the mules are kept at a trot. The men 
who fasten the wire to the poles and place 
them in the ground, shoving the earth 
around them, bring up the rear. About 
forty poles are allowed a mile. 

A station can be made at any point, and 
the vhole business can be taken up and 
packed in the carts more rapidly even then 
it was set up. Thus the same foles and 
the same wire may be used over and over 
again and last—unless captured by the en- 
emy—through an entire campaign. 

There are times.when it is impossible 
to carry the heavy carts, when, perhaps 
both carts and mules have beeh Aban- 
doned or left in the rear. The “outpost 
cable car’ is then used.

LESSON FROM THE LIFE OF PETER 


“Be Firm in Your Convictions ~of , 
Right Regardless of the Con- 
sequences.”’ 


Dr. W. P. Lovejoy occupied the pulpit 
of Trinity church yesterday morning and 
preacheg a strong and convincing sermon. ‘ 
His text was Acts iv, 19-20: ‘“‘But Peter 
and John answered and sa'd unto them, 
whether it be right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you more than unto God, 
judge. For we cannot but speak the things. 
which we have seen and. heard.” 

* Dr. Levejoy said: Peter and John had 
just performed the great miracie inspired 
of. God, raising up the lame man in the 
temple, who had been crippled from his 
youth, when the scribes and Sadducees 


came upon them. 

“These Sadduceeg had just witnessed a 
marvelous thing in the raising up of the 
lame man and Peter saw that it Was a 
splendid time to praise Ged and exalt 
tiim in the eyes of the people. He ‘old 
them in plain language that by the power 
of the same Savior whom they had nailed 
to the crogs the lame man was able fo 
stand up and walk as any man. 

“When Peter was thrown in prison for 
working miracles, tthe scribes came to 
judge and condemn him, put fnstead he 
began to preach to them and the Saddu- 
cees took council together to determine 
what they should do with him. 

“They were compelled to come to the 
supreme recognition that Peter and John 
had been with Jesus. fhey «new that the 
inherent qualities that filled these two 
disciples was not earthly or human; that 
it was the product of no civilization or the 
fruit of any culture and that it was the 
power of God in them alone, 

“They doubtless agreed thatit would be 
impossible to make the people believe that 
the miracle just performed by Peter and 
John was not real. Toe rabble had just 
seen the marvelous act with their own 
eyes and they were not to be deceived. 
They knew the lame man had ever been 
lame from his birth and they had seen 
him walk forth as other men. So the 
scribes detérmined among themselves to 
threaten the men of God and in this way 
compel them to cease their work. 

“From a.human standpoint, it would 
be natural for men under such a threat 
to go away in fear and trembling. But 
what did these two men of God do? Did 
they ‘fall down in abject terror and pray 
that they might not be crucified? Did they 
beg for their lives at the hands of the 
Saddtucees? No, they ca'mly lifted their 
voices to God that they might be per- 
mitted to carry on the work of salvat.on 
among that sinful people; to teach them 
more of Christ and His saving power. 

“The worst thing you can do for a man 
is to drive him by force from his con- 
viction. It is the worst form of murder 
to the incorruptible soul cast in a heroic 
world. He would rather die than _ gur- 
render his honest opinion. 

“This was what the Sadducees tried to 
Make Peter do, but their efforts failed 
comptetely. They displayed the courage 
afterwards shown by the martyr, Savon- 
arola, who stirred the city of Florence to 
its foundation and could not be bribed 
from. his honest conviction by the offer of 
a cardinal’s cap. 

“Tha gallows even held no terror for the 
consecrated man of God, who, refusing 
to be buried by the pope, was afterwards 
caught, tried and hung in the outskirts of 
Florence. 

“Be firm in your convictions. Let no 
man ghake your trust in the almighty pow- 
er of God, who has saved and can save to 
the wttermost.”” ,

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MANY TO COME FROM THE FIFTH REGIMENT 


Members of Colonel Candler’s Old Com- 
mahd Will Join New Regiment.

The work of recruiting the Third Geor- 
gia regiment, United States volunteers, 
called for. by Governor Atkinson in his 
proclamation of Saturday will begin at 
once.

% is not probable that any of the com- 
panies will enlist as a body, but it is cer- 
tain that a considerable number of the 
regiment will enlist. 

The members of the Fifth regiment are 
warmly attached to Colonel Candler, and 
many of them have made known their in- 
tention of enlisting under him, From what 
has been heard in different portions of the 
state, there is no doubt that the new reg- 
iment will be filled with ease. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Colo- 
nel Candler stated that he anticipated no 
trouble in obtaining men, and said he be- 
lieved the jimit would be reached in a 
very short time.

QUESTION OF WASHINGTON STREET PAVING

As to whether the 
roads will be represented before council 
is not Known, but certain it is they are 
not exactly satisfied with the provisions 
of the Mayson ordinance. 

Mr. Mayson will insist that the measure 
be passed as framed. He has given the 
smoke consumer question a good deal of 
study lately and has come to the conclu- 
Sion that his solution of the problem as 
embraced in his ordinance the best 
method to cbviate the smoke nuisance. 

The ordinance gives all persons amena- 
ble to the law until January 1, 1899, to 
place consumers on their property. If they 
do not comply by that time they will have 
to submit to a heavy penalty at the hands 
of Judge Calhoun at one of his matinees. 

Another important topic for consideration 
this afternoon will be the Washington 
street paving matter. The street committee 
held two lively sessions last week to hear 
the arguments of the different factions on 
that street, and will recommend that the

The shooting occurred on Leonard street, 
between ‘Chapel and Peters streets. A large 
crowd was attracted by the gound of the 
firing and Patrolman Henry Abbott heard 
the shooting. As soon as he heard e ac- 
counts given of the affair by t prin- 
cipals he decided to enter a* cha of 
disorderly conduct, and the two toys 
were sent to the police barrecks, 

Later young Jones was liberated .and 
went with his father to see a physician. 
He refused to talk of the shooting, but 
an accownt of the affair was‘ given by 
Mike Day. Jack Jones resides with his 
parents at 4 Elia street, and Mike Day 
lives with his parents at 20 Chestnut 
Street, The two boys have Known each 
other for some time. 

¥esterday a friend of young Day told 
him that Jones wits making slighting re- 
marks about the two sisters of Mike Day, 
and the young brother at once announced 
his intention of calling the alleged de- 
famer to account. During the afternoon 
they met on Leonard Street, and when 
Day asked Jones if he had mgde the re- 
mark the latter replied that he had done 
So and was waiting for Day to resent it. 

Day says he was greatly angered both 
at the remark and the insulting reply he 
received from Jones, and went at: once to 
his home after a weapon. He secured a 
pistol and again sougth Jones, whom he 
soon found on Leonard street. 

Without a word young Day raised his 
pistol and fired six shots in quick succes-

Every ‘team has secured new uniforms 
and the assortment of different colored 
suits worn by.men on the same teams in 
the first few games of the season have been 
permanently discarded.

the world’s great hhighways, thas been a 
race course at times, over which some of 
the most marvelous rides have been effect- 
ed by men whose powers of endurance have 
never been excelled in history. : 

Among those who were famous as long 
distance riders in ‘the days of the “Com- 
merce of the Prairies’’ was F X Aubrey. 
His remarkable feats in this particular 
have certainly never been excelled, if they 
have even ever. been equaled,’ which is 
doubtful. 

Aubrey was a Scotch-Canadian by birth 
and emigrated direct from Quebec to the 
remote west.. He was a man of education, 
apparently, for I find that he was the au- 
thor of one or two meritorious articles 
on a journey and sojourn in California, 
which were published in one of the early 
magazines of the country, about the time 
of the discovery of gold on the Pacific 
coast. He had also traveled extensively 


thréugh the then almost inaccessible region : 


of what is now the territory of Arizona, 
and from him was first learned the fact 
that the savages of that remote Mexican 
country employed gold bullets in charging 
their crude firearms: : 

General Marcy met F, X. Aubrey in 1849, 
wha had just returned from California,

After his second great ride Aubrey 
left Santa Fe for California, and, upon his 
departure for that region, Weightman pub- 
lished an account of his friend’s leaving 
which, however, did not at all meet with 
Aubrey’s approval. Upuyn the latter’s re- 
turn to Santa Fe in 184 he and Weightman 
met, of course, ‘adjourned to.a_ saloon, 
where both ordered whisky, but before 
either had time to raise their glasses to 
their mouths, Aubrey said to Weightman: 
“Why did you publish that @d—d lie about 
my going to California?” The manner in 
which Aubrey /put the question angered 
Major Weightman, and he threw his whisky 
in Aubrey’s face. Aubrey reached for his 
revolver, but before he could draw it 
Weightman sprang upon him and plunged 
his bowie knife into Aubrey’s heart, Killing 
him instantly. Weightman was, of course, 
acquitted of the charge of murda. . 


} Aubrey lies buried in an unknown grave. 


On his last gfeat ride he rode day and 
night, stopping only long enough to leap 
from his tired animal and spring onto a 
fresh one. He made more than 200 n.iles 
every twenty-four hours, and all the elcep 
he took aggregated but three hours during 
the entire five days. Aubrey’s ride eclipsed 
,that famous one recorded in the old English 
legenda of the outlaw, Dick Turpin, trum 
London to York. 


Weightman was a dapper little fellow, ex- 
tremely polite and affable, priding himself 
upon “first family’’ connections, and al- 
ways sported a fine cane. He had a small 
round ball of a head, bald on top, light 
hair, florid complexion, and small, piercing. 
deep-set eyes. He was a man of some 
abjlity, a fierce southerner and defender 
of slavery. He was plucky. He was pcor 
as he was proud; a high liver, with the 
tastes and habits of a millionaire and the 
purse of a pauper. He resided in Atchison, 
Kas., for several years; was city recorler 
for one or two terms and was a candidate 
for re-etection in 1861, but was defeated. 
When deprived of his office he was literally 
reduced to extremities. Weightman was a 
most gallant officerein the Mlexican war, 
and when hostilities commenced between 
the north and south he joined the confed- 
erate forces, with which all his sympathies 
were enlisted. At the terrible battle of 
Wilsor’s’s creek, at the head of his brigade, 
he was killed at the very summit of 
“Bloody hill;’’ three bullets pierced his 
pody. He and General Lyon fell within 
thirty paces of each other. Both were 
brought off the field and laid side by side 
upon blankets under the shade of the same 


tree. 


SOME GERMAN SPORTS. 


Two Odd Parlor Games That Are Fa- 
vorites in the Fatherland. 


From The Brooklyn Citizen. 

Two very old-fashioned and favorite par- 
lor games on this side of the water have of 
late been dignified with German recogni- 
tion and have rapidly risen in popular es- 
teem there until the artists of the father- 
land have been mgved to make use of them 
as fitting subjects for brush and pencil. 
“Going to Jerusalem” and “blowing the 
feather,” with their accompanying forfeits, 
have delighted many generations of young 
folks in rural and urban America, and the 
two spirited and lifelike sketches of them 
that appear in this number of the Art Sup- 
plement will bring back many sweet mem- 
cries of the past to thousands of its read- 


ers. 
Our German cousins, however, either have 
not “caught on’ to the well-known Amer- 
ican designation of these games, or else 
they have not cared to go for names even 
one point beyond the strictly literal in 
nomenclature. The “chair snatching’’ is 
good enough in Germany for our old jour- 
ney into the holy land, and ‘‘feather- 
snatching’ appears to fit the ancient sheet 
and feather pastime of our great-grand- 
parents, E. Hellemann is the artist who 
has done so mich to popularize these 
games in the fatherland, and his two 
drawings of them are now familiar from 
ohe end of the enipire to the other. 

At first the newspapers there published 
thé rules for playing these games with 
the greatest minuteness of detail and dis- 
cussed ‘with much sertousness the two 
“new’’ parlor plays from America, where, 
their readers were told, they took rank in 
thet popular éstimation with the theater, 
the concert, baseball, tennis and football, 
and one was ied to believe almost that no 
function of the “Gotham four hundred’’ 
Was complete without an hour or two de- 
yoted to ‘“chair-snatching”’ or ‘‘feather- 
snatching.’”” With these games as a text 
too,.the German prints discussed the al- 
leged American characteristic of an ar- 
dent devotion to parlor games quite equal 
to the fervor with which business is pur- 
sued from morning till night. This was 
contrasted with the more conservative 
Manner of pursuing pleasure in the old 
world, éspecially in the German-speaking 
sections of Europe, From the tone of these 
discusstons the reader could easily imagine 
the New York broker, after ‘“‘turning’’ a 
million or two in the morning with more or 
less excitement, and devoting himself to 
‘calculations’ t‘l] the late afternoon, eager- 
ly slamming up his. roiler-top desk and 
hurrying uptown to begin a bout at “chair- 
snatching” as sdon as he should have 
bolted his dinner. 

But, after all, there is a good deal in 
beth these old pastimes—quite as much, 
perhaps, in the recollections that they re- 
vive as in the games themselves, and it is 
a high tribute to their staying qualities 
that our boys and girls, and young men 
and women, too,-are still playing them in 
every state in the. union. The wisdom of 
our ancestors, tradition, and a large 
meaoure of temporal satisfaction are some- 
how wrapped up in “going to Jerusalem” 
and “‘blowing the feather.”

My German friends sincerely believe that 
the black stock and the hot tunic are what 
has made Prussia a strong nation. 

In the way of clothing the American pri- 

vate carries a complete change of under- 
drawers, undershirts, sacks, laced boots and 
uniform trousers. My particular private 
Was carrying @ double allowance of socks, 
handkerchiefs and*«underwear. He had a 
toothbrush and comb. That is the heavy 
marching order knapsack. For light’ march. 
ing, which is the usual manner, the man 
beg'ns by spreading on the ground his half- 
tent, which is about the size of a traveling 
rug. On this he spreads his blanket, rolis 
it up tightly into a long, narrow sausage, 
having first d@istributeq along its length a 
pair of socks, a change of underwear and 
the tWo sticks of his one tent pole. Then 
he brings the ends of this eanvas roll to- 
gether, not closely, as in the German army, 
but more like the ends of a horseshoe held 
by a@ rope, which at the same time Stops 
the ends of the froll tightly. When this 
horseshoe is slung over the man’s shoulder 
it does not press uncomfortably upon his 
chest. he total weight is distributed in 
the most convenient manner for march- 
ing. 
The packing of the man’s things is strict- 
ly according to regulations, excepting only 
the single pocket’in his knapsack, where 
he may carry what he chooses, as he 
chooses. His light canvas hav2rsack is 
much like the English one, and his rourd, 
rather flat water flask is covered with 
canvas. It is made of tin, and the one I in- 
spescted was rusty inside. It.would be bet- 
ter if of aluminum. In the haversaek is a 
pannikin with a hinged handle that may 
be ueed as a saucepan. Over this fits a tin 
plate, and when the two are vovering each 
other the handle of the pannikin fits over 
both by way of handle. It fs an excellent 
arrangement, but should be of aluminum 
instead of metal liable to rust. The most 
wtluable part of this haversack is a big tin 
cup that can be used for a great variety of 
purposes, including cooking coffee. It is 
hung loose at the strap of the haversack. 
Of course, each man uas knife, fork anda 
spoon, each in a leather case. 

The Gartridge belt contains 10 rounds. 
which are distributed aM the way around 
the waist, there being a double row of 
them. THe be’ is remarkd@y light, being 
woven rr €e une oy eg ft is pean pe 
and other materia which prev 
shrinkihg or loosening. The belts have 
stuod admirably the test put upon them for 
the last six days, when it has rained every 
day, on top of the ordinary heavy mois:ure 
usual at sea in the tropics. The test is the 
more interesting from their having been 
previously im a very dry country. ¢ fficers 
and meh alike unite in praise of this cart- 
ridge belt. The particular private w hom I 
was inspecting said he now carried 100 as 
easily as he formerly carried fifty. This 
belt rests loosely on the hips, withoit any 
stra over the shoulders.

I have never 
heard an officér or non-commissioned of- 
ficer Curse a tan. During the engagement 
of Cabanas the orders were issued as 
quietiy as at any other time, and the men 
went about their work as steadily as blue- 
jackets on a man-o’-war.

Hypnotist Nash Buried a Man at East 
Lake Yesterday. 


|S. M. BROWN IS THE VICTIM 


Will Remain Underground Forty-Eight 
Hours Without Food or Drink. 


DOCTORS TRIED TO STOP THE PERFORMANCE 


Wrote Nash a Letter, but It Had No 
Effect—Candler Says Brown’s 
Death Would Be Murder. 
¥. Nash, hypnotist, hypnotized C. M. 

Brown, a young white man, at Hast 
Lake, put him in a coffin and buried him 
under five feet of earth, where he will re- 
main without food or water for forty- 
eight hours. 

This experiment was scheduled for Sat- 
urday night, but for sOme reason. was de- 
ferred until yesterday. Owing to this fact, 
only a small crowd was present at the 
hypnotizing. 

To all appearances Brown is resting 
well, and much interest in manifested.in 
his probable condition when he is taken 
out of the ground tomorrow morning. 

The hypnotist has met a good many diffi- 
culties in attempting this experiment. Sev- 
eral days ago, when the physicians orf the 
city caught sight of the handbills circuiat- 
ed to advertise the show, they determined 
to put a stop to it if possible, on the 
ground that the proceedure was not in 
accordance with the proper use of hyp- 
notism, and that it might result in serious 
injury, if not death, to Brown. The doctors 
consulted Judge Candler, of the criminal 
court, who stated that should the victim 
die, Nash could be held for murder. 

The physicians, therefore, wrote the fol- 
lowing communication to Nash, which was 
delivered Saturday afternoon: 

“Mr. Nash.—Dear Sir: We have obeerved 
by the newspaper accounts that you _ pro- 
pose to hypnotize and bury a person at 
Kast Lake tonight for forty-eight hours 
without food or water, or withomt awaking 
the subject for that period. , as. phy- 
sicians, protest against any such use of the 
laws of hypaotism, as: it is able to pro- 
duce death or to at least impair the nerv- 
ous system permanently. 

“After consulting Judge John S. Can- 
ler, we find that if death should result 
the operator would be guilty of murder. 
We advise you to abandon this pari of 
your operations, for’if death or injury 
should result you would be held responsi- 
ble. Other high legal authority has been 
consulted with the same conclusion. 

“The undersigned physicians protest 
against the proceeding. We recognize that 
hypnotism in its proper application is bene- 
ficial, but your procedure is not in accord- 
ance with the recognized authorities on 
hypnotism.”’ fe ; 

This letter was signed: ‘‘William. Perrin 
Nicolson, M.D.: C.. C. Stockard, M.D.;_J. 
McF. Gaston. M.D.: J. McF. Gaston, Jr.., 
M.D.: T. V. Hubbard. M.D.; J. C. Johnson, 
M.D”: W. B Parks. M.D.; ang H.C. Bland- 
ford, psychologist.” 

When Nash and Brown did not put in 
appearance Saturday night on schedule 
time after the arrang-ments h2d_ been 
made, it was thought the hypnotist had de- 
cided to take the advice of the nhvsi- 
cians. and had called the experiment off. 

But it seems this was not the case. Not- 
withstanding the possibility of becoming 
a murderer and being responsible for the 
life of a man already buried, the hypnotist 
proceeded with h'‘s experiment, and the 
result {s that Brown is five feet from civ- 
jlization. 

In case Brown dies, there is little doubt 
that Nash will be indicted for murder. 
The hypnotist geems to have no fear, how- 
ever, as he says he has tried the experi- 
ment before, and knows that it can be 
successfully accomplished. 

The spot where Brown lies is not on the 
Fast Lake property, as it was advertised, 
but is located on private property about 
300 yards south of the pavilion, under a 
little cedar tree. The reascn is that the 
lessees of the lake, fearing that incase 
Brown should die they might be held as 
accessories to the murder, determined not 
to have anything to do with the proceed- 
ure, and ordered Nash not to hypnotize his 
man on their property.
